IT’S been going from strength 
to strength for five years and 
now Dudley and the wider 
Black Country is preparing its 
biggest and best festival yet. 

The month-long Black Country 
Festival celebrates everything that 
makes our region hostin’ - and it gets 
under way on Saturday 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin predicted a 
‘fantastic festival’, saying: “Well done to Steve 
Edwards (organiser) for pulling together what I 
am certain will be another brilliant festival, cel¬ 
ebrating all that’s great about the Black Coun¬ 
try. The festivals have been fantastic, bringing 
all of our communities together. 

“I think Dudley and the Black Country are 
the greatest places in the world. We lit the 
spark that fired the industrial revolution and 
changed the whole of the world. 

“I want us to be inspired by that and I think 
the festival gives us the confidence to know we 
can beat any challenges and bring new indus¬ 
tries, new jobs and new prosperity to the Black 
Country.” 

The festival runs from June 30 to July 29, 
with the actual Black Country Day on July 14. 
The festival starts with a fun day at Vale Street 
Recreation Ground, Upper Gornal, on Saturday 
afternoon. The Black Country Road Run is held 
in Halesowen on Sunday, which is also when 
Armed Forces Day is held at Himley Park. 

Carnival 

A street food festival is at Stourbridge’s 
Bonded Warehouse on July 6 and Halesowen 
Carnival is at Highfield Park on July 7 (see 
page 5), the same day as the Chain Makers 
Festival in Cradley Heath, Tividale Park Fun 
Day and Netherton Park Fun Day. Then it’s 
Stourbridge Carnival on July 8. 

Charities will be in a spin when Dudley 
Council officers and councillors go head to head 
in their annual cricket match for the Mayor of 
Dudley’s charities at Stourbridge War Memo¬ 
rial Ground on July 13. The teams will play 20 
overs each and the game is free for spectators. 

Dudley Fun Day will be held in Stone Street 
on July 14. That will be the busiest day of cel¬ 
ebrations in the borough, also King George V 
Park hosts Wordsley Festival on July 14, the 
OH (Our Heroes) Festival and parade is in Old 
Hill and the first Shell Corner Food and Drink 
Festival in Long Lane, Halesowen. The Black 
Country Masters Golf Tournament takes place 
at Dudley Golf Club.

MP asks residents 
about homes plan 

AN MP has launched a survey over plans 
to build on park land in Rowley Regis. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris wants residents to give their views 
on a proposal for a site opposite Rowley 
Crematorium. The plan would see the loss 
of more than 9,000 square metres of green 
space, says Mr Morris, who understands 
the plan is for 90 homes with communal 
facilities for the elderly. 

He added: “Several local residents have 
been in contact with me concerning the 
proposed development off Moor Lane. As 
far as I know, no public consultation has 
taken place.” He said he would work with 
campaigners Bob Dunn and Satpal Singh 
to give residents a say.

Medics facing more 
knife and gun crime 

PARAMEDICS are dealing with 30 stabbing 
and shooting incidents a week in the West 
Midlands as the region struggles with an 
upsurge in violent crime. 

New figures show West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service responded to 1,512 inci¬ 
dents where a victim was either knifed or 
shot in 2017/18 - up from 1,355 the pre¬ 
vious year.

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Mutilation cases include 30 in Dudley 


NEARLY 800 victims of female genital mutilation 
(FGM) in the West Midlands have been treated by 
the NHS over the past year. 

Official figures from NHS Digital show the 
shocking scale of the barbaric practice, with Bir¬ 
mingham posting one of the highest levels of FGM 
of anywhere in the country. 

There were 620 cases recorded in the city in 
2017/18, with 179 in the Black Country. A total 
of 90 women were treated by medical staff in 
Sandwell and there were 55 cases in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, 30 in Dudley, four in Walsall and two cases in 
Staffordshire. 

The NHS says it has increased support for 


women suffering from abuse but estimates that 
only five per cent of those affected by FGM seek 
treatment. 

Across the country 6,400 women and girls with 
FGM were seen by NHS staff in England between 
April 2017 and March this year. An estimated 
137,000 are thought to have been affected by it. 

FGM - when female genitals are cut or other¬ 
wise injured for no medical reason - is illegal in 
the UK. Carrying it out, or assisting, either in the 
UK or abroad, can be punished with up to 14 years 
in prison. 

A spokesman for the NSPCC said: “FGM is a 
barbaric practice that leaves its victims physically 


and mentally scarred. We urge any young women 
or girls dealing with the physical and emotional 
impact of FGM to seek help and support. Sadly this 
abuse is still all too commonplace. 

“There are no medical reasons to carry out 
FGM. It doesn’t enhance fertility and it doesn’t 
make childbirth safer. It is used to control female 
sexuality and can cause severe and long-lasting 
damage. Since the launch of our FGM helpline in 
2013, we have received hundreds of calls.” 

The round-the-clock helpline is available on 
0800 028 3550. 

FGM is most commonly carried out within com¬ 
munities from Africa, the Middle East and Asia. 


Appeal to save green 
space from cemetery 


OPEN green space which has 
become a home for wildlife 
in Rowley Regis could be de¬ 
stroyed under proposals to build 
a cemetery, says a campaigner. 

The land in Powke Lane, located be¬ 
hind houses that face the crematori¬ 
um, is currently open green space. 

Sandwell Council has confirmed it is 
working on a proposal to build a cemetery 
on the land, to provide enough burial space 
for the town for years to come. 

But Russell Bibb, who lives on Powke 
Lane, has slammed the proposals saying 
the green space needs protecting. 

He said: “The area they are proposing to 
develop has been a nature reserve for many 
years. It’s home to a large number of birds, 
foxes, badgers, bats, we even have an owl 
that visits every year. 

Oasis 

“I feel we will lose this urban oasis of 
wildlife if we start intruding with a cem¬ 
etery. It’s also used by many families with 
young children. I just feel there are better 
sites to explore, for example, the big green 
space opposite the crematorium that is 
hardly used and doesn’t require the oblite¬ 
ration of wildlife.” 

Sandwell Council deputy leader Coun¬ 
cillor Syeda Khatun said: “There are pro¬ 
posals to develop part of what is currently 
known as Powke Lane Open Space for the 
purpose of a new cemetery. We have con¬ 
tacted residents whose properties are adja¬ 
cent to the site to get some feedback. 

“It is proposed to initially develop only 
part of the site, which will afford residents 
ongoing access to the remainder of the site. 

“Subject to the necessary approvals the 
new cemetery will ensure that there will be 
sufficient new burial space and memorial 
options in Rowley Regis for many years. 

“A draft plan of the design proposals and 
location will be on display in the reception 
area at Rowley Regis Crematorium for 
Sandwell residents to view.”

Ron and Anne Kerr are open¬ 
ing their Waxland Road garden on 
Sunday, from 1pm to 5pm, to raise 
money for the Stourbridge hospice. 

The couple, who run B & C Pets 
& Plants in Alexandra Road, previ¬ 
ously opened the garden up under 


the National Garden Scheme but 
decided to leave that scheme so 
they could exclusively raise money 
for the hospice which serves the 
Black Country. 

Mr Kerr, aged 75, said: “We’ve 
got a lovely water feature which 
won a national competition, and a 
woodland walk, vegetable plots and 
flower borders. There’s a decked 
area too with lovely views. 

“We have been opening our gar¬ 


den for years but decided to raise 
money just for Mary Stevens as its 
a charity close to our heart. 

“We really hope to make a dif¬ 
ference with our event. So we just 
want people to know that we’re 
here.” 

Entry to the view the garden at 
20 Waxland Road, Halesowen, will 
cost £3.50 and refreshments will be 
available. All proceeds go straight 
to the hospice. 


Black Country 
version of 
'Boris bikes' 
on the way 

DUDLEY borough is set to get its own 
version of London’s famous ‘Boris 
Bikes’ this autumn under a new deal to 
grant more powers to the West Midlands 
Combined Authority. 

Docking stations will be located 
around key sites in Dudley’s with the bi¬ 
cycles available for visitors and residents 
24 hours a day. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet were hearing 
about plans to bring the bikes to the bor¬ 
ough while considering the second devo¬ 
lution deal at its meeting on last night 
(Wednesday). 

Annual membership to the scheme 
will cost £30 a year, meaning riders can 
access the bikes for as little as 8p a day. 

The first 30 minutes are usually free 
and charges will apply per half hour 
after that. 

Dudley is set to be part of phase three 
of the project rolling the bikes out across 
the region. 

Nextbike is to provide 5,000 bikes 
around the West Midlands, along with 
connecting parking hubs, over the next 
two years. 

Concession 

Wolverhampton is expected to get 900 
from September, with Dudley, Walsall 
and Sandwell each getting 300 this au¬ 
tumn. Birmingham, Solihull and Coven¬ 
try will also get bikes. 

Nextbike was picked to run the bike 
concession by Transport for West Mid¬ 
lands, part of the combined authority, 
earlier this year. 

The scheme will be similar to Lon¬ 
don’s Santander Cycles - formerly 
known as ‘Boris Bikes’ in honour of 
Boris Johnson, who introduced a similar 
scheme in the capital during his tenure 
as Mayor of London. 

Other benefits to the borough of a 
second devolution deal would include 
funding for projects such as the Brierley 
Hill Metro extension, the new Music In¬ 
stitute in Brierley Hill, DY5 Enterprise 
Zone, Very Light Rail project and a new 
Dudley bus station.

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Timber firm 
fined £730k 
after workers 
hit by truck 

A TIMBER business where a truck 
ploughed into employees has been 
fined £730,000 following ‘serious and 
systematic failures’. 

Two men were left wounded with 
one of them suffering ‘life-changing’ 
injuries when a combilift hurtled into 
them at Palmer Timber Ltd’s Cradley 
Heath base. 

Bosses now have four years to pay 
the fine which was given because the 
firm failed to make sure the work¬ 
place was safe for its 90 employees. 

Sentencing at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, Judge Barry Berlin con¬ 
demned the firm for exposing workers 
to the ‘risk of harm on a daily basis’. 

He said: “It is inevitable when oper¬ 
ating in such an environment that er¬ 
rors will be made. The primary cause 
of the accident was the failure by the 
company to organise its workplace so 
pedestrians and vehicles could circu¬ 
late safely. 

“The company fell far short of 
the good standards to ensure safety. 
There were serious and systematic 
failures within the company to ad¬ 
dress risks to safety.” 

One man, a side loader driver, suf¬ 
fered a fractured ankle but managed 
to avoid more serious injury. 

Dragged 

But the second victim - a picker 
who has since left the company - was 
left nursing serious injuries after 
being dragged at least six yards before 
the combilift stopped. 

His head was in front of the vehi¬ 
cles’ wheel when tragedy struck, leav¬ 
ing him needing 14 stitches and six 
skin grafts, the court heard. He lost 
a piece of bone from his face, suffered 
a fractured eye socket, needed his ear 
re-attaching and had his broken col¬ 
larbone pinned. 

Both men had been wearing 
high-visibility jackets while loading 
an 18-tonne lorry at the company’s 
Granville Works site in Station Road. 
There were six to seven lorries, fork¬ 
lift trucks and staff working in the 
same area when the incident hap¬ 
pened at about 4pm on February 23, 
2015. 

A worker driving the combilift had 
not seen the two men due to a ‘mas¬ 
sive blindspot’. Palmer Timber Ltd 
admitted failing to ensure pedestrians 
and vehicles could circulate in a safe 
manner. 


More unemployed 

THE number of unemployment ben¬ 
efit claimants in the West Midlands 
has shot up over the last year. La¬ 
bour-sourced figures show 71,365 
people claimed unemployment benefit 
in May 2018, up 7,320 (11 per cent) on 
the same month last year. Ian Austin, 
Labour MP for Dudley North, said 
the figures were ‘shocking’.

camera stealing a charity box 


A MAN broke into a charity shop and 
stole a donation box and costume jew¬ 
ellery from the premises. 

The thief was pictured on CCTV 
after he smashed his way in to the 
Mary Stevens Hospice shop in Lou¬ 
ise Street, Lower Gornal, in the early 
hours of Friday, June 15. 

He caused damage to a door, side 
window and a display case during the 
burglary. 

The hospice has now released a 
CCTV image of the thief in a hope 
that someone may recognise him. 
They also thanked the community for 


rallying around them in the wake of 
the break-in. 

A spokesman for the Stour¬ 
bridge-based charity said: “Our shop 
managers and volunteers are fantas¬ 
tic every day and stay behind to en¬ 
sure no money is kept in the shops 
overnight. Unfortunately, he did steal 
the donation tin off the till, a large 
collection of costume jewellery and he 
smashed our display case with a ham¬ 
mer on his way out. 

“In the wake of something poten¬ 
tially devastating for us as a charity, 
we have seen our community rally 


round us and support us in a way that 
will live with our shop team and vol¬ 
unteers for the rest of their lives.” 

The spokesman continued: “As 
for the gentleman in the picture, 
we want to reach out and say that 
while we can’t imagine what situa¬ 
tion prompted your decision to steal 
from a charity like ours, we want you 
to know that the damage done will 
be fixed, we will work extra hard to 
re-raise the money and items you’ve 
taken..” 

Anyone with information about the 
burglary is asked to call police on 101. 


Hundreds walk for Tom 
and children's hospital

MORE than 350 people took part in 
the Walk for Tom, as the fundraising 
venture in his name reached near¬ 
ly £30,000 for Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital so far. 

The event was organised in memory of 
Wollaston 14-year-old Tom Mole, a popular 
young rugby player and Oldswinford Hospi¬ 
tal school pupil, who died suddenly in April 
from a rare illness. 

Tom was a keen player for the under-14s team at 
Stourbridge Rugby Club, and the 16-mile walk saw 
friends, family, and 
members of the rugby 
community take part 
in the tribute to him, 
raising money for the 
hospital that helped 
him during his illness. 

His father Simon 
said it would have been 
‘hard to cope’ without 
so much support. 

He said: “It was 
so sudden. Tom was 


gers Academy in Lichfield. He was nearly six foot, 
wore a size 10 and a half shoe and could run like 
the wind. 

“But then on the Sunday he said he felt tired. 
We went to the Isle of Wight to see his grandma, 
but when we got back he said he still felt rough. So 
we took him to Russells Hall Hospital on the week¬ 
end, they admitted him straight away and were in 
contact with Birmingham Children’s Hospital. He 
then was transferred there on the Wednesday, and 
died the following Wednesday. 

“Without the support of the club and his school 
I don’t know what we would have done. They have 
been golden.” 

Tom’s rugby coach Chris Roe said the walk was 
an ‘emotional but touching’ day. It started at 10am 
at Birmingham Children’s Hospital and finished at 
4.30pm at Stourbridge Rugby Club, with walkers 
following the path of the number 9 bus route. 


Chris said: “We think we had 220 people at the 
start, and then at the end possibly about another 
100. It was fantastic. It’s been a tough few months 
so it was great to see this was so successful.” 

The under-14s coach met Tom when he joined 
the club at just six-years-old, and his sudden death 
hit the entire club hard. 

Walk for Tom saw nearly all members of Stour¬ 
bridge Rugby Club take part, as well as those from 


local rivals Old Halesonians, and other clubs. Kin- 
ver Scouts, Tom’s old scouts group, offered their 
minibus for the day to help any stragglers. 

Tom died on April 26 at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital after contracting HLH secondary, a rare 
illness in which the immune system attacks itself. 
He leaves parents Simon and Rachel and sister 
Poppy, aged nine.

Firefighters tackle

Crews were called to the scene 
at around 9.40pm on Monday. 

West Midlands Fire Service posted 
footage on social media showing sig¬ 
nificant damage with twisted metal 
and debris. 

There were no reports of any inju¬ 
ries. 

Building society 
hits lending record 

DUDLEY Building Society has hit a 
record level of mortgage lending. 

The society, which has its head of¬ 
fice at The Waterfront, Brierley Hill, 
and celebrates its 160th anniversary 
this year, saw a fall in pre-tax prof¬ 
its from £1.72 million to £1.54m for 
the year to the end of March. But its 
mortgage lending was up 58 per cent 
from £51.9m to £82.2m and more 
than £70m was deposited by savers. 
The total asset base was up 12 per 
cent to a record £397.4m and this has 
topped £400m since the end of the fi¬ 
nancial year. Reserves are also up.

STUDENTS and staff at a school 
in Tividale are celebrating after in¬ 
spectors rated the academy as ‘good’ 
again, recognising continued success. 

Ofsted visited Ormiston Sandwell 
Community Academy last month as 
part of a short inspection.

Traders bid 
aiming to 
boost town 

PROPOSALS to boost trade in Stour¬ 
bridge by creating a Business Im¬ 
provement District (BID) for the town 
are set to be given the green light. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet was being 
asked to approve the plans for the 
Stourbridge BID at a meeting yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

The proposal, supported by Dudley 
Council and put forward by Stour¬ 
bridge Chamber of Trade, Ryemarket 
Shopping Centre and other organisa¬ 
tions, estimates that around £140,000 
each year could be generated to im¬ 
prove the town. 

As part of a BID local businesses 
pay a levy, a small percentage of a 
business’s rateable value, to the BID 
company to enhance the town centre. 

Businesses could be asked to take 
part in a ballot to vote on the proposal 
later this summer. The funds would 
then be used on improvements, de¬ 
cided by members of the BID, such 
as improved security, events and the 
environment. 

Dudley Council leader Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley, said: “BID has 
a proven track record in bringing 
businesses together to improve their 
districts, attract additional funding 
and promote what they have to offer. 
Following on from the success of the 
Halesowen BID we are delighted to 
be supporting a similar scheme for 
Stourbridge.”

‘Hygiene 
poverty’ 
is a real 
stinker 

THIS sounds like something out of Oli¬ 
ver Twist, but Staffordshire headmistress 
Nicola Finney says she has spent hun¬ 
dreds of pounds of her own money on 
soap, deodorant and toothpaste for pu¬ 
pils who repeatedly turn up to school in 
a filthy state. 

According to the charity In Kind, she 
is not alone. A survey it carried out re¬ 
vealed that 36 per cent of teachers who 
responded provided toothpaste, 29 
per cent had bought soap, and 27 had 
bought treatments for head lice, or nits 
as they used to be known. Perhaps the 
words “who responded” are crucial to the 
reliability of that survey, but nevertheless 
it is shocking that in this day and age chil¬ 
dren are being sent to school smelly and 
unwashed. 

The survey says “hygiene poverty” is a 
growing problem in Britain’s schools, with 
a growing number of parents unable to 
afford basic washing products. I do think 
it would be interesting, though, if, at the 
same time, those who commissioned the 
survey had dug a little deeper and spo¬ 
ken to the parents about the reasons why 
they were unable to ensure their children 
went to school in a respectable state. 

For example, how many of those claim¬ 
ing their children are too poor to wash 
have flat-screen TVs, for example? Do 
they have mobile phones, home com¬ 
puters? Do they smoke or drink? If so, 
I would have thought that personal hy¬ 
giene was surely more of a priority. 

Perhaps I’m being uncharitable, but 
a quick look on the Aldi website reveals 
that you can buy a bottle of shower gel 
for 33p, four bars of soap for 59p, and 
roll-on deodorants for 45p. We’re hardly 
talking big-ticket items here. 

I’m pretty sure that even during the 
Great Depression, when there was hard¬ 
ship unlike anything we term as poverty 
today, most parents would have man¬ 
aged to make sure their children washed 
before they went to school. 

Miss Finney is clearly a very kind, ded¬ 
icated headmistress, and her pupils are 
lucky to have somebody who cares so 
much about their welfare. 

But at the same time I do worry that 
in hiding behind terminology such as 
“hygiene poverty”, we are simply mak¬ 
ing excuses for bad parenting which, at 
its most extreme, is tantamount to child 
abuse. 

More than that, I can’t help but think 
that it is a great insult to the vast majori¬ 
ty of parents on low incomes who would 
willingly starve than subject their children 
to the indignity of having their teachers 
issuing them with soap.

GETTING ready for a fortnight in the sun 
can be a daunting prospect for many, 
what with packing the right clothes, can¬ 
celling the papers and checking your 
passport is valid. 

But how many of us consider how we’d 
react if faced with that most dreaded of 
problems - the holiday trouble-maker. 

This year’s World Cup has generated 
plenty of headlines about fears of possi¬ 
ble hooliganism, and rightly so. 

However, with the main holiday season 
just beginning, perhaps the media should 
be turning its attention to how some peo¬ 
ple misbehave while taking their well- 
earned break. 

According to a recent survey, one in 
20 Britons - five per cent - have been 
asked to leave a hotel with being drunk 
and disorderly, not surprisingly, the most 
common reason.

House of 
Fraser chain 
ask for £50m 

HOUSE of Fraser has asked its lend¬ 
ers for another £50 million after 
winning backing for the drastic res¬ 
cue plan that will see half its stores 
closed, including Beatties in Wolver¬ 
hampton, with the loss of 6,000 jobs. 

At the same time the company is 
expecting around £70m in new money 
from Chinese company C.banner as 
part of a deal to buy 51 per cent of the 
business. That deal was tied to House 
of Fraser winning the backing from 
enough lenders and landlords for the 
rescue plan, which sacrifices 31 of its 
59 stores to save the rest of the busi¬ 
ness, which employs 17,500 people in 
total. 

The company sent letters to bond¬ 
holders on Friday saying its proposals 
were “central to the ongoing signifi¬ 
cant restructuring of the business”. 
The chain told bond holders that 
C.banner would “introduce significant 
new capital to House of Fraser”. 


cabinet is expected to approve funding to allow 
for the pioneering centre, which is pro¬ 
posed for a site near Castle Hill. 

As part of its ambition to develop 
very light rail travel for Coventry, 
working with the Warwick Manufac¬ 
turing Group, Coventry council will 
use the test track in Dudley to carry 
out research and develop vehicle pro¬ 
totypes. Coventry chiefs say they will 
also be seeking funding for a potential 
extension to the track in Dudley. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of 
Dudley council, said: “This is fantastic 
news for Dudley. Very light rail inno¬ 
vation is at the heart of our regenera¬ 
tion plans and we see it as a real game 
changer in the development of travel 
solutions worldwide. 

Interest 

“The first phase of this £25 million 
project will deliver the test track and 
innovation main building. The test 
track isn’t even built yet and we’re 
already attracting interest from other 
authorities. Depending on the pro¬ 
gress of the planning application and 
all funding being in place we are look¬ 
ing to begin work on the test track and 
innovation centre in early 2019.” 

The council’s cabinet were yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) considering an 
amendment to the funding of the pre¬ 
liminary stages of the project. Coun¬ 
cillor Harley added: “We’re looking to 
bring forward £130,000 in funding.” 


Striking new village memorial statue

A STRIKING silhouette style stat¬ 
ue as been unveiled in a village near 
Stourbridge to highlight the sacrifice 
of those who died or were injured 
serving during the First World War. 

Belbroughton History Society has 
unveiled the sculpture in the village 
as part of First World War commem¬ 
orations. 

Created by artist Paul Margetts, it 
depicts two servicemen with their ri¬ 
fles pointed downwards, to symbolise 
peace. The work, which was inspired 
by the Belbroughton Legion statue, 
was unveiled at the Belbroughton vil¬ 
lage green by members of the history 
society. 

One of those who helped bring the 
idea to life, Douglas Harold Smith, 
said that around 50 people turned out 
to see the sculpture’s unveiling. 

Mr Smith said: “I think it is im¬ 
mensely important. When you look at 
the impact (of the war) on this small 
village, it was quite a colossal impact. 

“These guys were just normal peo¬ 
ple, it is important for us to know the 
sacrifice these men made. These men 
did not ask to die. 

Of the sculpture, he said: “The artist 
used a sheet of metal then cut out the 
soldier. When we had the unveiling on 
the morning and we draped the works 
in Union Jacks. 

“There were about 50 people there 
and we had two poems read out, In 
Flanders Fields by John McCrae and 
A Shropshire Lad by Alfred Edward 
Housman.” 


Goulds shuts 
down after 
half a century 

AN INDEPENDENT electrical store 
that has served the Black Country for 
over half a century has closed. 

Goulds TV in Bilston Street, Sedg- 
ley, has gone into liquidation and its 
premises are shuttered. 

The business shut for the last time 
in May with staff given just five days 
notice after corporate recovery spe¬ 
cialists Butcher Woods of Birming¬ 
ham were appointed as liquidators of 
the business, which sold televisions, 
cookers, fridges, microwaves and a 
wide range of other domestic appli¬ 
ances. 

It was also the sole remaining spe¬ 
cialist records shop in the village. 

The shop was originally in High 
Street and later moved to the former 
Co-op store in Bilston Street in the 
1980s. The premises were leased from 
the Co-op. 

Brothers 

At one time the business, which 
was started by four brothers, also 
has shops in the Mander Centre in 
Wolverhampton, Bilston and Great 
Bridge. 

Former director, the late Harry 
Gould was the chairman of Sedgley 
Business Watch, and the village asso¬ 
ciation of traders for many years. He 
led efforts to buy Christmas lights for 
the village and campaigned to reduce 
crime in the area. 

Goulds was part of the interna¬ 
tional Euronics association of elec¬ 
trical retailers which operates in 36 
countries. 

The repair business that served 
Goulds for nearly 20 years is contin¬ 
uing. It is a separate business, Wash- 
erwise, run by Eddie Johnson, of 
Wolverhampton. 

Mr Johnson has taken over the 
old Goulds telephone number 01902 
664121 and is continuing to offer a 
repair service to former Goulds cus¬ 
tomers and act as a local contact for 
Euronics.

'Zero tolerance' litter 
blitz raises £ 82 k in fines

COUNCIL chiefs in Dud¬ 
ley borough are clamping 
down on littering with nearly 
£82,000 in fines handed out in 
three months. 

In March, April and May this 
year more than 1,092 notices have 
been issued in Dudley - compared 
with just 14 for the same period 
last year. 

Each Fixed Penalty Notice (FPN) is¬ 
sued is £75 - totalling £81,900 in fines 
issued over the three-month period. 

It comes after a team of ex-police 
and military personnel equipped with 
body cameras took over patrolling the 
borough’s streets, parks and open 
spaces in March. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, 
cabinet member for environmental 
services, said the council have a ‘zero 
tolerance’ approach to anyone caught 
littering. 

Kingdom Enforcement Services has 
five officers on the beat plus one team 
leader overseeing operations during a 
12-month pilot, which will also cover 
dog fouling. 

Penalties 

The move does not cost the council 
with Kingdom receiving payment di¬ 
rectly as a percentage of the financial 
penalties issued to those who drop lit¬ 
ter or fail to pick up after their pets. 

The local authority also retains a 
percentage of the income from the 
fixed penalty notices. 

Councillor Shakespeare said: “Res¬ 
idents and business have told us that 
they want to see tougher action against 
those who blight our landscapes with 
littering and dog fouling. 

“We have a zero tolerance approach 
towards anyone caught committing 
these offences and we are pleased to 


see Kingdom’s new enforcement get¬ 
ting swiftly to work.” 

Mark Mountford, business man¬ 
ager for Kingdom, added: “Our results 
speak for themselves and the message 
is simple - if you drop litter or don’t 
pick up after your dogs, there is a good 
chance you’ll be caught and hit in the 
pocket.” 

Kingdom has worked with more 
than 30 local authorities across the 


country, including Wolverhampton 
City Council and Birmingham City 
Council. 

Kingdom issued more than 9,000 
FPNs in Wolverhampton last year 
after being taken on by the local au¬ 
thority in the middle of 2015. Com¬ 
parative figures before they took over 
in that city show just 25 FPNs were 
handed out between April 2014 and 
March 2015.

With the role 
of Miss Trunchbull, I think everyone who has played it will 
agree that roles like that don’t come along that often, they 
are beautifully written characters but yet so mean and 
horrible that it gives you the chance to make them as real 
and as mean as possible but also make them entertaining 
at the same time. It is most definitely a wonderful and 
unique challenge and that’s why I have enjoyed doing it 
for so long. Roles like this do not come along that often. 

“In the West End you get pretty much a West End 
crowd with a lot of tourists, so it’s nice to take the show to 
regional places and have local crowds come and watch ✓ 
it and we are in our second venue of the tour and 
already the crowds are loving it.”

Craige decided to get into acting as a teenager. It 
was a surprise to his family but they were supportive 
and eventually thrilled when he made a go of it. 

“I decided that when I was about 15 or 16 
that I wanted to do acting and it was a 
bit of a shock to my family because ^ 
there were no drama clubs near me ^ 
and my school didn’t even offer it 
as a subject at GCSE or A Level. 

For me, it came from enjoying 
making my friends laugh and 
making my mum and nan 
giggle on the weekends. 

I found that pleasure in 
entertaining people 
and I decided I wanted 
to pursue that. So 
I went to university 
and studied drama at 
Aberystwyth University for three 
years and then after that I went and did a 
one-year postgraduate at Drama Studio 
London where I was able to concentrate 
more on the practical side of it all.

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Zizzi dishes up a pizza the action 


It was a glorious day when we visited Zizzi in 
Brindleyplace and we’d hoped to sit outside 
on the terrace out in the sun. 

Unsurprisingly, it was full of diners. And so, having 
clocked that all the outdoor areas at other nearby 
restaurants were just as busy, we opted to escape the 
heat and head inside. It was much quieter; it was, in 
fact, almost empty. 

We - the five of us including two heavily pregnant 
women - all agreed the menu looked delicious and had 
the standard ‘starter and main’ or ‘main and dessert’ 
debate that women tend to have when they really want 
starter, main AND dessert. 

And so we settled on starters and mains, with the 
possibility of pud ‘if there’s room’. The menu is pretty 
extensive, more than just the pizza and pasta you’d 
expect at this popular Italian chain. 

To start, three of us chose calamari while the others 
opted for the smoked mozzarella bombetti, otherwise 
known as ‘cheese balls’. 


SQUID 

The starters arrived swiftly. My first impression was 
that all the dishes looked undercooked. The coating 
on the calamari was so light in colour it was hard to 
differentiate it from the white of the squid ring beneath, 
while the breadcrumb shell of the bombettis were much 
the same. 

Disappointingly, the squid was also rather chewy; I 
suspect it was cooked from frozen rather than fresh. 

The accompanying garlic and basil dip was pleasant 
enough. The cheese balls, which came with a red 
pepper tapanade dip, were devoured without comment. 
Presentation was good with each dish in a little silver 
bucket lined with Zizzi branded greaseproof paper. 

One of the pregnant women had opted for a bottle 



of Orchard Pig’s Totally Minted. Described as ‘pink 
grapefruit and mint with a zesty twist of lime’ it tasted 
delicious. Another chose the equally refreshing Orchard 
Pig Flower Power - an apple and elderflower soft drink. 
Super duper. 

Zizzi Brindleyplace is the Second City’s second 
branch with the original in the Mailbox. They’ve done a 
grand job on the interior; it feels modern and spacious, 
there’s an open kitchen where you can watch chefs work 
pizza dough into shape and shovel them on flat paddles 
into a wood-fired oven. We didn’t have to wait long for 


our main courses, which also looked as though they’d 
barely kissed that oven. Pizza crusts, for example, were 
almost white rather than irresistably golden brown while 
cheese was just-melted instead of bubbling hot. 

This wasn’t a concern for me as I opted for the 
spaghetti pomodoro, which was beautifully cooked. 

It came topped with half a ball of juicy, sweet buffalo 
mozzarella. 

The tomato sauce was just sharp enough and the 
pasta cooked to al dente perfection. With a generous 
grating of parmesan cheese and an extra drizzle of 


olive oil, I lapped it up. Another friend opted for the 
pulled beef and venison strozzapreti - a sort of posh 
bolognese - and reported that it was very tasty. 

The pizza eaters were pleased with their choices too. 

We stuck to our plan and skipped dessert although 
options did sound good. 

The bill came to £89, which included an online 25 
per cent discount voucher. And while everyone seemed 
satisfied with their food, no one seemed to be singing its 
praise either.

C4 Cactus 


There are just vetstiges of the Airbumps 


C4 has front LED daytime running lights, extra chrome highlights and a choice of nine body colours

There’s nothing prickly about Citroen’s 
latest C4 Cactus and nothing for some of 
the previous Cactus buyers to get prickly 
about. 

I refer to the plastic airbumps that used 
to adorn the sides of the Cactus, I actually 
quite liked them, they were very useful in 
supermarket car parks to ward off dents from 
wayward supermarket trolleys. 

But they were not so aesthetically pleasing. 
One thing they did do was make the car stand 
out - something Citroen has been very good 
at over the years with several quirky designs. 

In this latest incarnation of car that’s been 
around since 2014, the French manufacturer 
has largely ditched them with just vestiges on 
the lower extremities. 

Upmarket 

The removal was part of the company’s 
efforts to move the car more upmarket and 
it’s certainly worked. Inside and out 90 per 
cent of what you see is new. In addition to 
the reduced Airbump panels, it’s wider at the 
front and rear, with front LED daytime running 
lights, extra chrome highlights and a choice 
of nine body colours and four colour packs 
which allow you to add a touch of black, white, 
silver or red to the front foglight trim - which 
provide buyers with no fewer than 31 exterior 
combinations. 

Inside the cabin is very quiet thanks to better 
soundproofing, it feels spacious, light and 
welcoming and there’s a wealth of tech inside 
including today’s must-have and all-important 
connectivity. Here it’s the excellent MirrorLink 
which is compatible with Apple CarPlay and 


Android Auto. All information and apps are 
contained on a seven-inch touchscreen and 
DAB radio and Bluetooth are standard on all 
models 

On the safety side the C4 Cactus has a 
comprehensive pack including active safety 
brake and blind spot monitoring, park assist 
with reversing camera, hill start assist, 


grip control and fog lights with a cornering 
function. 

And for those of us who sometimes don’t 
take enough breaks on long hauls there’s a 
‘take a break’ flashing cup and saucer which 
appears on the dashboard when you’ve been 
in the driver’s seat for more than two hours. 
And if you’re on your handsfree phone for too 


long you’ll get a message inviting you to hang 
up or pull over 

Two different trims currently are on offer 
- Feel, and Flair with prices starting at start 
at £17,265-and engine options of three 
3-cylinder PureTech petrol engines and the 
highly efficient BlueHDi 100 S&S diesel, 
as well as the latest generation EAT6 fully 


automatic gearbox. I tested the C4 Cactus 
Feel BlueHDi 100 which gave excellent fuel 
returns and enjoyed a nimble and responsive 
driving experience on country lanes and on 
motorways. 

True French flair in this car and on reflection 
I think it was a wise decision to ditch the 
plastic - now the car has more style.

GOLD shirt, black shorts... sounds sim¬ 
ple, doesn’t it? 

Wolves’ famous colours are known the world 
over but due to contractual obligations to try 
to persuade fans to fork out the best part of 
£50 a year, the classic gold and black look has 
been tampered with many times over the years 
- with good and bad results. 

Wolves of course actually started life playing in red 
and white stripes, perish the thought, and while the 
stripes stayed until 1922, the colour quickly changed 
to a deep gold and black. 

Conquered 

For 40 or so years came the definitive classic gold 
shirts and black shorts, including through the club’s 
glorious heyday of the 1950s where the ‘old gold’ was 
gloriously prominent as Stan Cullis’ team conquered 
the country and beat some of Europe’s finest. 

The old gold extended to shorts in the 1960s and 
then from the 1970s onwards came a fancy new 
logo and a darker shade of gold, worn by Mike Bai¬ 
ley when lifting the 1974 League Cup. Technology 
allowed for synthetic fibres to be worn by the time 
1980 came around when another League Cup vic¬ 
tory saw Wolves wear their last sponsor-free shirt. 
Tatung and Benjamin Perry were the club’s first

sponsors but due to successive relegations and the 
worst period in Wolves’ history, they aren’t remem¬ 
bered half as fondly as Staw Distribution whose logo 
adorned shirts in the Steve Bull renaissance era, 
which included a Wembley win in the Sherpa Van 
Trophy in 1988. After four years of pinstripes, the 
faint two-shaded stripes were also a hit with fans. 

Then, to coincide with the start of years of me¬ 
diocrity in the 1990s, a ghastly shirt complete with 
quite bizarre tyre marks (to reflect Goodyear’s spon¬ 
sorship) was unveiled in 1992 - and prematurely 
scrapped a year later. 

A no-nonsense 1994 edition complete with a re¬ 
turn to the Wolverhampton coat of arms was a rare 
success in the modern kit era. 

In 1996 came a love-it-or-hate-it wolf head tem¬ 
plate kit with plenty of black on the arms. A far more 
popular version of the black sleeves came in 2014. 
A number have been met with general indifference 
- but the new old gold version is a reversion could 
prove a popular choice.
